How Your Child Benefits From A Catholic High School Education 


Last week we called attention to the need of 
parents sending their children to Catholic high 
schools where they are available, and pleaded with 
them to accept the discipline of the school, which 
is the discipline which Christ demands. 

Some parents withhold sending their children 
to Catholic high schools because they say it is too 


costly. They do not seem to know that in the public 
high schools tuition is from three to seven times 
what it is in our own Catholic schools. They are 


paying that tuition through the taxes on their homes 
or through the rents which they pay to their landlord 
who pays the taxes but indirectly charges them to 
the renter. 

We have some Catholic high schools in which 
tuition is as high as $100.00 a year or $10.00 for 
each month of school, yet they cannot receive all

who apply for admission, because there are that 
many parents who feel that the protection and 
guidance of their children during high school years 
is worth far more than that. The future of everyone 
is built on the character he has developed by the 
time he emerges from high school. 


In every city there would be hundreds of non- 
Catholics who would be glad to pay the Catholic 
high schoo! tuition if we could just receive their 
children. 

The efficiency of our Catholic high schools 
has been proved beyond a doubt in competitions 
with public high schools. In one of our Catholic 
high schools students have brought home the chief 


prizes in examinations conducted by the Indiana 
University for children of all high schools of the 
State. 

There are some Catholic children in State 
schools, whose high school grades and credits would 
not even admit them to a Catholic college. 


If any of your children “must” attend a State 
university or any non-Catholic college, see to it that 
they will make their first call on the Catholic chap- 
lain, and ask him to introduce them to some other 
good Catholic students. They can prove to the en- 
tire student body that one can live a good moral life 
and become extremely happy by the consciousness 
of it.

No Catholic claims that Mary 
ever offered herself as a ransom for 
us or redeemed us.

Persecution In Pekin 


We have just read in a news 
item from Hongkong that in Pekin, 
China, there is a three century old 
church dedicated to Mary Immacu- 
late, although she was not declared 
to be that until the year 1854. 

A real persecution began in 
Pekin in the year 1951, and the 
clergy, as well as the faithful, were 
pressured, night and day, to patron.

Two days after the Communists 
took over the Salesian headquar- 
ters, there was an unusually large 
number of people who came to the 
chapel, including 500 university 
students.

On January 24, 1953, when the 
temperature was ten degrees below 
zero 3,000 pilgrims made their way

Is that the way they would rea- 
son in the case of their own mother 
if she were honored even in a big 
way. Would .any son feel jealous 
or hurt about it? But if she was 
honored only on account of her 
Divine Son, then the honor re- 
bounds to that Son. It is for His 
sake and not for her sake. When 
she is honored; He is honored. 

Protestants do not realize that 
devotion to Mary, and to the saints 
for that matter, is dictated by the 
article in the Apostles’ Creed, “I 
believe in the Communion of 
Saints,” a common union between 
all God's children on earth and 
His saints in Heaven, who had 
spent years on earth, fought the 
same battles that we fight, and 
emerged victorious, who received 
the “crown of justice” which St. 
Paul said he looked forward to (2 
Tim. 4:8) and which surely he did 
obtain. He is one of those saints 
deserving of honor as distinguish- 
ed from “worship.” Protestant 
churches are named after Pau! and 
the Evangelists, but not after Mary. 
Can you believe that Christ is 
pleased when His mother is ignored 
by wilful design?
